The  outlool:  for  European  apple  crops  is  loss  favorable  thnn  earlier 
reports  indicated,  acoording  to  a  cable  to  the  Forei^:^  ixgricultural  Service 
of  the  Bureau  of  A,'];ri cultural  Econonics  fron  Agricultural  Cora-nissioner  Steere 
at  Berlin,     This  is  due  largely  to  rainy  v/eathor  during  blosson  time  and 
subsequent  drop,    .1  large  surplus  is  expected  to  bo  available  for  export 
fron  nortliern  Italy  and  fron  Austria,  althoiigh  in  the  latter  country  there 
has  been  sono  recent  deterioration.     In  Czechoslovakia  and  Hungary  and  in 
parts  of  Yugoslavia  present  indications  point  to  a  good  apple  crop  with 
considerable  surplus  for  export.    In  Sv.'itzerland  and  Gcmany  the  apple  crops 
are  expected  to  be  JTiediun  7/ith  a  production  considerably  bclo;;  the  largo 
output  of  last  season.    Apple  prospects  are  unfavorable  in  the  Netherlands 
and  Belgium,  ov/ing  to  the  poor  set  of  late  vsrietiea  and  drop  duo  to  weakness 
of  the  trees  follovang  the  heaver  yields  of  last  season.    Apple  prospects  in 
France  are  also  loss  favorable  than  last  nonth.    Pear  crops  in  southern 
Europe  arc  expected  to  be  poor  and  prospects  ave  only  fair  clsov/hero. 

Ihe  outlook  for  the  sale  of  American  apples  on  the  Continent  is  much 
bettor  than  at  this  time  last  year  due  to  the  unfavorable  crop  prospects  in 
western  Europe,  particularly  for  the  late  varieties,  the  mediocre  pear  pros- 
pects, and  the  fact  ths.t  the  central  southeastern  countries  which  are  likely 
to  have  an  exportable  surplus  produce  early  varieties  largely.     These  apples 
are  of  loss  competitive  quality  than  those  raised  farther  north.    Later  crop 
and  economic  developments  will,  however,  have  an  important  bearing  on  the 
market  prospects  for  Aacrican  fruit  in  Europe.
